Modesty Becomes 


'Big Steel' 


Eternal China 


About this time when the govern- 
ment is making vague threats to 
Jo into the stoel business itself un- 
jss private producers turn 
out 
more tonnage the United 
States 


Steel corporation puts on editors' 
desks a memorandum called 
"Ba- 
sic Facts." 


U. S. Steel points, out, first, that 
steel ingot capacity has increased 
far beyond the growth of 
popu- 


lation. Total American steel ingot 
production in 
1<JOO was 
about 20 


million net tons, against a popu- 
lation of 30 millions. Today, steel 
production is about 285 million tons 
as compared to a population of 
*nearly 150 million. 
W But at this point U. 
S. 
Steel 


turns curiously modest about it- 
self. The company points out that 
while it produced 52 per cent 
of 
total American output in 1907 its 
share of production today is only 
one-third of the total. 


"The ratio of growth in capacity 


between U. S. Steel and competi- 
tors," says the bulletin, "has beer, 
in proportion of four to one." 


Rather a neat argument. U. S. 
Steel shows the government that 
total production is ample — 
yet 
ifi'Big Steel's" share of that pro- 


duction isn't big enough to war- 
rant prosecution by the government 
as a monopoly.

To say that 
most 
Americans 
have no confidence in Chiang Kai- 
^shck is understating it; and there 
appears to be no other power in 
China but the Communists, 
to 
whom we are opposed, of course. 
.There is no tradition of govern- 


ment, le,t alone democracy, 
in 


China, and therefore we 
have 


nothing to tie our dollar-aid to for 
effective results. 
, 


Europe, on the other hand, has 


a long record of government of one 
kind or another, where democracy 
has a chance to succeed 
if the 
people can once be put on their 
feet.

Europe thay have something. What 
does anyone have if 
he 
takes 


China? 
Eventually the Chinese may get 
together under a makeshift govern- 
ment acceptable to enough peo- 
ple to end the civil war. When that 
happens the Chinese will be here 
to talk to us — and that will 
be 


the time to discuss loans.

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Dixie Senators 
May Back GOP

Washington, April 18 — (/PI—Two 


Dixie senators predicted 
today 


the senate will support a Republi- 
lan (D-Ark). They said they had in 
can-written substitute for the Tru- 
man labor bill. 


The forecast came Irom 
Sena- 


-ors Ellcnder (D-La) and McClel- 
drafted by Senator Taft (R-Ohio), 
mind the substitute measure being 
there is any doubt that most of 
ither GOP members of the senate 
abor committee, and Senator Ives 


"Senator Taft tells me," said El-1 


lender, "that the substitute 
will 


preserve all the basic principles 
of the Taft-Hartley law. From what 
I've seen of the bill, it does just 
:hat, 


"For that reason, I don't think 


there is an ydoubt tyat most of 
the southern Dmocrats who voted 
for the Taft-Hartley law in 1947 
will vote for the substitute for the 
administration bill." 


Two years ago a group of Repub- 


licans and 
southern 
Democrats 
teamed up in both branches of con- 
gress to put the Taft-Hartley law 
on the books. 


The administration bill would re- 
peal the T-H measure and replace 
it with a modified version of the 
old Wagner Act. 


The house plans to start debate 
on that bill April 26. The senate 
probably won't get around 
to 
it 


for another three or four weeks. 


McClellan told a reporter he is 


opposed to any legislation which 
would junk the basic provisions of 
the Taft-Hartley 
law, "like the 


administration bill would." 


"So I think it's safe to say that

f o r e his death—but he kept on 
going, growing lonelier by the day 
as his fame widened. 


When he died, millions of sol- 
diers who never stw him felt a 
sense of personal grief as people 
always do when they lose some- 
one they feel has understood them. 
And there were tears in the eyes 
of millions at 
home, 
for whom 


Ernie had been a clear and honest 
window to the war and what it 
meant to the men who fought it. 
Perhaps on

fourth

versary of his death they will re- 
member him — and 
remember 


some of the things he said. too.

Ireland Wins 
Freedom After 
Eight Centuries 


Dublin, Ireland, April 18 —(yp)— 


Stalwart Irishmen shed unshamcd 
tears of joy today as they watched 
soldiers of Erin march proudly— 
and legally — in honor of the birth 
of the republic of Ireland. 


Among the marchers were many 
members of the old Ira — the 
Irish Republican army —..who car- 
ried on a furtvc and bitter war 
for years against the British. They 
wore the green and gold 
medal 


Ireland has bestowed on the sur- 
vivors of that handful of desperate 
men who struck against the Brit- 
ish on Easter Monday 33 years ago. 


Ambassadors and 
ministers of 


the world's nations stood on a green 
and 
white 
reviewing 
stand 
to 
watch the parade 
marking 
the 


formal change for Ireland from a 
British dominion to the "soverign 
and 
independent 
nation" 
it 
declared itself to be in 1916. 


More than 100,000 joyous Irish- 
men lined the route of the parade, 
and the city rang with their cheers 
and their songs. Top-hatted, frock- 
coated President Sxan T. O'Kelly 
beamed down from the reviewing 
stand as he' took the salute of the 
first legal Irish army since 
the 


English invasion of 780 years ago. 


Flanking the president were Pre- 
mier John A. Costello, Army Chief 
of Staff Maj. Gen. Liam Archer 
and others. 
' 


Conspicuously absent was Eamon 


De Valera, whom most Irishmen 
call the elder statesman of the re- 
public. The former premier, vet- 
eran of the Easter Monday upris- 
ing and an indefatigable fighter for 
independence, now leas a minori- 
ty political group. He and his fol- 
lowers refused to take part in to- 
day's elebration. They claimed no 
celebration should be held until all 
of of Ireland is in the republic. 


The republic as it is now em- 
braces the 26 counties. Six counties 
in northeastern 
Ulster 
province 
have voted to remain a part of the 
United Kingdom. 


.Costello, addressing a news con- 


ference later, said that "until par- 
tition, 
(between 
northern 
and 


southern Ireland) goes we cannot 
give the full contribution we, could 
give in economic and military co- 
operation in the defense of peace." 
Ireland has decided not to join
